WESTERN POWERS DELIVER 
NOTES TO RUSSIA 

. Britain, the United States and 
France have told Russia that they 
are ready to discuss the issue of 
Berlin—if the Russians lift their 
blockade of rail and road communh- 
ications between the city and the 
western zones of Germany. 


In three separate formal notes, 


handed to Soviet diplomats Tues- . 


day of last week and published the 
following Friday, the three powers 
said they would not give way to 
threats or pressure. The British and 
United States notes added “or other 
actions,” and wete couched in much 
blunter terms than the French com- 
munication. 


Judging from these messagés, the 


western powers are determined 
right now to make two points un- 
mistakably clear to the. . Kremlin. 
These are, that the Russians cannot 
force thern out of Berlin by meas- 
ures short of war nor can they be 
forced into an immediate new meet 
ing of the foreign ministers’ council 
to reopen the whole question of Ger, 
many’s future. Some observers 
think this last demarid may be for- 
mally made by Russia.

‘ALL ASIA 


British officials in Malaya say 
that guerrilla fighting there results 
from “a deliberate plan by Malayan 
Communists to start a violent revo- 
lution and capture by force the gov- 
ernment of the country.” 

Communists,long have. been ac- 
tive in Malaya and the distyrbed 
political and economic conditions 
in that country during'and after the 
Second’ World War have been fav- 
orable to their schemes and plots. 

Present news from the peninsula 
again emphasizes that the Commun- 
ists are making much more progress 
in Asia than most people. realize. It 
is one more indication of the mag- 
nitude ef the Communist problem. 

To realize the extent of Commun- 
ist penetration of Asia it is neces- 
sary only to list the major Asiastic 
countries and consider the extent 
of Communist activity in each one 
of them. 

All Siberia is a part of the Soviet 
Union. In addition, the Russians 
have outright control of north Kor- 
ea and’ strong influence in Chinese 
Turkestan. 

Outer-Mongolia is one of their 
satellite states and Communist 
strength seems to be growing rap- 
idly in inner Mongolia. Ryssia 
holds both Dairen and Port Arthur 
in Manchuria while most of the 
rest of Manchuria is dominated by 
Chinese Communists. Much of north’ 
China and even parts of the Yang- 
tze Valley are held by them. 

The reyolt against the French in 
Indo-China has Communist leader- 
ship. In Siam there is a rightist gov- 
ernment but a Communist under- 
ground has considerable strength 
and Russian agents are active, Re- 
forms sponsored in Japan by the 
United States as. well as firmness 
in connection with general strikes, 
have restricted the growth of the 
Communist party there. 

In the Philippines and Indonesia, 
the Communists do not seem to be 
powerful at romp There is a 
guerrilla war in Malaya, apparently 


started by the Communists. Burma. 


has a Marxist-inclined government 
that may possibly turn into a Com- 
munist government.

Stores which in 1942 
were almost empty with large sec- 
tiohs roped off, are groaning under 
the Idad of goods. 

But here is the rub, these goods 
are most difficult to buy due to the 
mass of red tape and restrictions, 
for rationing in England is a fear- 
ful thing to experience. English 
people are tied down by _restric- 
tions and bureaucratic rules and 
regulations to an unbelievable eX- 
tent. 

I confess that I cannot under- 
stand much of it, but I find that 
many people who have been here 
ever since before the war are just 
as puzzled as_I am. 

First thing on arrival at Black- 
pool my wife and I had to go to-the 
central food. control office to get 
our ration books, for one cannot 
get along without them. 

It took us a whole morning to 
stand in line, get national registra- 
tion cards, sign numbers of forms, 
most of which we knew nothing 
about, and finally reteive books 
ana coupons for meat, preserves, 
sugar, cheese, butter and fats, bac- 
on, eggs, milk, clothing, bread, tea, 
soaps, points for cereals, canned 
“oods, sweets, and several other 
things. 

The clerical work in filling our 
forms, cutting off expired portions, 
etc., is tremendous.

On sweets, the ration is 12 or a 
month with an occasional increase 
to 16 oz. One lady told me she 
had saved up sweet coupons in 
order to buy a couple of pounds of 
candies for her daughter who was 
reiurnhing to poarding school, only 
to find that the coupons had expir- 
ed lne previous Saturday. She told 
me “I was ready to sit down and 
try.” : 


It is with fuel that the — people 
really sufter. “he itirst two weeks: 
aiter we arrived, it wus quite cold, 
with trost nearity every night. The 
ibnglish houses have a reai cali in 
them, and the people hudaie around 
a uny grate fire. ‘he fuel allowance 
in the north is 5,600 pounds a year 
and in the south 3,808 pounds. 


The English homes have a real 
chill even in late spring and must 
be pretty grim in midwinter. 


Electricity and gas are also in 
very short supply. 
Gasoline is supposed to. be. so 


severely rationed that only essential 
driving can be done: The gasoline 
rationing has been the most diffi- 
cult to enforce and there is a_ re- 
markably large number of cars on 
the streets and roads which seem 
to prove that there is considerable 
disregard of the regulations. 


Téurists are supposed to receive 
special consideration, but we found 
there is a catch to that also. To get 
this tourist allowance, it is neces- 
sary to either bring your/own car 
into Britain or else buy one to take 
home with you. Although my bro- 
ther-in-law had a cat standing idle, 
and we were bona-fide tourists, we 
could not get an allowance to drive 
in his car. 


However gasoline rationing ‘is to 
be relaxed in June. 

It looks to an outsider, as if ra- 
tioning has been retained over long 
and when we arrived we noticed, a 
tremendous agitation to relax res- 
trictions on certain articles, not- 
ably shoes, dry goods, and ¢lothes. 
It was reliably reported that ware- 
houses were bulging with merchan- 
dise that people have no coupons to 
buy. 

It has been ‘antiotinced ‘that res- 
trictions on clothing are being re- 
duced on May I1th. 

There is more fresh fruit avail- 
able, but bananas are only sold on 
allotment and are only sold for 
children. i 

The days when eggs were obtain- 
able at about one egg a month seem 
to be over, and while still not plen- 
tiful, are obtainable in small quan- 
tities. This, we were told, is a sea- 
sonable condition. 

The meat ration is pitifully small. 
Our hosts last week bought their 
week's: allowance of meat, for the 
whole family and ourselves, and we 
ate it all at one meal. It was a small 
roast of about 2 pounds. We are 
told that most people.do the same 
thing, as it is foolish to try and 
spread it over several meals. 

Bacon allowance is two ~ ounces 
per person per week which is only 
about two sinall slices. 

While the above would tend to 
show that there is not much to eat 
in England today, the fact is that 
everybody gets plenty to eat. The 
English still eat at least four times 
a day, for no one seems to be able 
to dispense with afternoon tea at 
about 4:30 p.m, 

But the real trouble is there is too 
much monotony about the meals, 
which are too starchy. There is too 
much bread, plain cake and vege- 
tables and not enough variety. 

- I have been staying at the homes 
of relatives all the time I have been 
in England, but have eaten some 
lunches, dinners or teas at hotels. 

In all the homes, the housewives 
complain that it is extremely diffi- 
cult to make appetising dishes out 
of the. same ingredients, day after 
day. 

In the hotels and restaurants the 
average meal consists of .a_ thick 
soup, which, seems to be made with

Chicken is not rationed but is 
extremely scarce and very expen- 
sive, so it is seldom *seen: 

Therefore the best things for 
Canadians to include in parcels to 
friends or relatives in England are 
canned chicken, pork products, 
salmon or other fish, sugar, cheese, 
raisins or currents (which are ab- 
solutely unobtainable) jams and 
jellies if in tins. Butter arrives in 
excellent condition if packed in 
air tight tins. 


Second-hand clothes in good con- 
dition also are welcomed and. very 
few people are too proud or fasti- 
dious not to be happy to wear dis- 
carded clothes received from 
friends in Canada, provided of 
course that they are in fairly good 
condition, 

Soap is also welcomed as the 
soap allowance is only 3 oz. a week 
of all kinds, and the quality is poor.

It’s simple to sit back and reflect 
that it’s time Canada made a good 
showing in an Olympiad. It’s not so 
easy, however for men’ who are 
determined to bring laurels to our 
country. 


For instance, one of Canada’s 
best hopes, little Gerard Cote, has- 
n’t much time to reflect. This 135- 
pounder does most of his. reflecting 
as he pounds along the highway out 
of St. Hyacinthe, Que., covering an 
average of 25 miles a day, three 
times a week. ‘ 

Everyone looks to Cote as a gleam 
ing hope to win the Olympic mara- 
thon in the London games this year, 
because he has met the toughest 
competition, on the North Ameri- 
can continent while running in the 
Boston marathon—which he _ has 
won four times. 

Cote says, “I’d gladly give back 
three of my victories in Boston for 
an Olympic triumph.” 

To gather an idea of Cote’s chan- 
ces, here are two comparative times 
His best time in the Boston ‘Mara- 
thon made in 1943, was 2:28: 25.8. 
K. Son of Japan won the 1936.Olym- 
pic event at Berlin in 2:29:19.2. 
Cote’s better time for the Boston 
Marathon doesn't mean he's a sure 
thing, but it does indicate he’s close 
to it.
